It will be noticed 
hy those who have paid, attention to the sub- 
ject, that these are exactly the terms which 
we have frequently. proposed should be made 
those on which student interpretors should 
be engaged fur Hongkag, and we venture 
to say that, were this simple course adopted, 
there would soon be little difficulty in pro- 
curing as many interpreters ag are required. 
* Threo-lourths of the necessary~knowledge 
could bo. acquired at home, if suitable ar- 
yangements wero mado for the purpose: 
There gre many retired Missionaries and 
othors learned in the Chinese language, who 


get a competent Chinese teacher to go home 
for the express purpose of proparing students. 
‘A. twh wd a half. years’ course. of traitimg 
could be made au requisite, before finally | 
giving the appointment, just as is done with 
regard to the Forest Service in Indin, accord- 
ing'to the announcement which hus called 
forth these remarks.

THE COMPETITION OF WOMAN IN 

“PHYSICAL WORK. 

Mra. Faweett and Mr, Fawcett onthe one 
hand, aod Mr. Mundelta and Sir Joba Labback 
‘on the other, are completely at issu ona very 
important point—whether. or nob women need 
auy speciul protection against overework which 
ia not.alao to be extended to“men? -In other 
words, ‘the former cull ii question the whole 
principle of the Yen Hotre’ Aet;—For tho 
wooden. which that Act really diminished tha 
syoount of overwork to which men were 
Subjected, waa by prohibiting the employment 
of children, yonag people, and women beyond 
a given omuber of hours, which, ag regurds the 
two latter classes, was gedierally ten howre ins 
single day. If Mrs. Fawcett’e principle is right, 
the Factory Acts liave all been mistakes except 
as regards the childven, for they bave limited 
the labone of women in precisely the same way 
as they limited the labour of ull younger than 

. Nay, even the Acts restricting the 
labour of women in coal-wines. would be 
entirely contrary to Mrs. Faweett"s principle, 
swbicb-is-that women onght to have all the same 
opportunities of labour that men have, She 
thinks that i£ you limit the -hours of women’s 
labour, the result must, be either. to limit algo 


—~y the hours of their male fellowslabuerere—and 


if thia be the oljeot, it ougbt.to be uttempted 
directly, slo eays—or td put women ‘ata great 
disadvantage in the competition, sipse women 
whocan work only 10, 94, or 9 hours, will never 
be employed willingly by avy employer wha 
can get in’ their placa ‘men who will work 
longer; or, if they are eo employed, they will 
» be employed at an artificially depressed rate of 
wagea. Uf conre, if Mrs. Fawcett thinks that 
argument sufficient, she can hardly refuse to 
acknowledge it as 4 great injustice that women 
arenltogecber’ prohibited from going under. 
gromnd te workin tbamines, . That prohibition 
certainly does more that artificially depreciate 
the labourjof women; it confisontes ultogether 
their wages-earsing powar go ‘far ue thess 
sublerranean raurkets for is are . concerned: 
We do not know whethor she ‘would go the 
length of repealing all the special restraints on 
women’s Jakour—ie, of repealing all the 
provisiona of the factory and minige acts which 
put women on 4 different footing frow men,— 
hutcertainly herargument appears to require 
. it. Sbe says in effect,—“either restrain wen 
from doing what is too much for women’s phy. 


_ bieal powers, or alluw women to choose to do 


so 'to over-exert their pbysicul powers 50 as to 
eompete with mon.”
